1. FURTHER TO PARA 3, REFTEL, WE RECOMMEND OEA-DIXON 
PROVIDE US WITH SUGGESTIONS FOR SCHEDULING OF INDI 
VIDUAL ITEMS IN ROUND II. UK AND OTHER DELS HAVE 
STRESSED TO US BILATERALLY THAT THEY WOULD GIVE 
CONSIDERABLE WEIGHT TO OUR PREFERENCES, NOT ONLY 
BECAUSE OF GREATER DISTANCE OUR EXPERTS MUST TRAVEL 
BUT ALSO BECAUSE THEY FEEL IT IN THEIR INTERESTS AS 
WELL THAT US BE READY WITH COMPREHENSIVE POSITIONS BY 
DATES ITEMS ARE SCHEDULED. THIS SUGGESTS, OF COURSE, 

THAT WHERE FEASIBLE FROM THE "EXPERT" STAFFING STAND- 
POINT, WE COULD WELL REQUEST EARLY SCHEDULING OF 
THOSE ITEMS ON WHICH WE FEEL FAIRLY SURE TO BE READY 
AND PUT MORE DIFFICULT ONES OFF UNTIL LATER. OTHER 
DELEGATES WILL ALSO BE SENSITIVE TO JAPANESE SCHED- 
ULING DESIRES IN VIEW OF THEIR TRAVEL BUDGET DIFFI- 
CULTIES. 

2. DISCUSSIONS OF SCHEDULING WILL PROBABLY START AT 
JANUARY 14 MEETING. SUGGESTED SCHEDULE WOULD BE MOST 
HELPFUL IF IT REACHED US BY THEN. IT SHOULD TAKE 
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ACCOUNT, IF POSSIBLE, OF THOSE ITEMS WE MIGHT BE ABLE 
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TO REMOVE FROM ROUND II DISCUSSION BY MAKING 
PRESENT MAJORITY UNANIMOUS (SEE PARAS 3 AND 8, 
OECD PARIS 30177).
